In  Junior 
City  our  main  objectives  were  the  Junior- Senior  Banquet  and  Dance 
and  the  receiving  of  our  rings.  Thirty-seven  of  the  stouter  and 
more  courageous  ones  reached  Senior  City  and  proceeded  on  toward 
our  goal,  Graduation  City.  While  in  Senior  City  our  objectives 
were  the  Senior  Play,  getting  our  annual  out  and  preparing  for 
graduation.  We  had  determined  to  see  a  successful  end  to  our 
journey  and  with  quickened  interest  we  set  our  faces  toward  our 
destination. 

The  last  part  of  our  journey  was  easier.  After  crossing  the 
highest  mountains  into  Graduation  City  we  looked  far  out  upon  the 
ocean  realizing  our  journey  had  been  completed  and  a  newer  and 
brighter  future  lay  ahead.
